SACRAMENTO, CALIF. | Four more women 
surfaced Sunday to accuse Arnold 
Schwarzenegger of groping, spanking or 
touching them inappropriately, the Los 
Angeles Times reported.

New Fears 
As Israel 
Hits Syria 

Cross-border retaliation 
raises alarm in Arab world 

MAJDAL SHAMS, GOLAN HEIGHTS I Israel 
bombed a target inside Syria that it claimed 
was an Islamic Jihad training base, striking 
deep inside its neighbor’s territory Sunday 
for the first time in three decades. 

The airstrike — a retaliation for a suicide 
bombing Saturday that killed 19 Israelis — 
alarmed the Arab world and deepened con- 
cerns that three years of Israeli-Palestinian 
violence could spread through the region. 

Washington urged both sides to show 
restraint — but added pointed criticism of 
Syria, saying Damascus “must cease harbor- 
ing terrorists and make a clean break from 
those responsible for planning and directing 
terrorist action from Syrian soil.” 

With little option for military retaliation, 
Syria turned for international support. On 
requests from Damascus, the U.N. Security 
Council and the 22 -member Arab League 
held emergency sessions Sunday. 

Israel said the bombing signaled it would 
pursue militants wherever they found sup- 
port — and it added an accusation that Iran 
also backs Islamic Jihad. 

Leaders of Islamic Jihad are based in 
Syria, but the group on Sunday denied 
having training bases there. 

Israel’s strike in Syria was launched hours 
before the start ofYom Kippur, the holiest day 
on the Jewish calendar, jason keyser (ap)

Clark Raises More Than 
$3.5 Million in Two Weeks 

Wesley Clark raised more than $3.5 
million in the first two weeks of his 
presidential race, beating some of 
his Democratic rivals who have been 
campaigning for months.

Schwarzenegger still 
ahead of pack despite 
new harassment claims 

SACRAMENTO, CALIF. | Marching 
on the Capitol he hopes to claim 
in the recall election, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger said he sensed “an 
unbelievable momentum” Sunday, 
despite new allegations of sexual 
harassment and signs of a tight- 
ening race. 

The embattled incumbent. Gov. 
Gray Davis, signed a law making 
California the largest state to require 
employer-paid health care. 

A poll released over the weekend 
found Schwarzenegger’s lead among 
replacement candidates waning with 


news of harassment claims, but the 
Republican remained ahead of the 
pack and voters still favored remov- 
ing Davis from office in Tuesday’s 
election. 

Schwarzenegger did not address 
the allegations during his march and 
rally at the Capitol, his only sched- 
uled public appearance Sunday, but 
said Davis “has terminated oppor- 
tunities and now it’s time to termi- 
nate him.” 

Davis on Sunday predicted the 
new health care law he signed will 
provide health insurance to nearly 
1.1 million working Californians who 
do not currently receive job -based 
coverage. The measure requires most 
employers to pay for their employees’

Schools, Miranda on Court’s Docket 


Supreme Court 
begins new term with 
45 eases seheduled 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
opens its new term Monday and is 
set to consider whether states may 
refuse to pay for religious teaching, 
whether employers may refuse to hire 
reformed drug users and wheth- 
er “partisan gerrymandering” by 
state lawmakers is unconstitutional. 

The court also will decide wheth- 
er the police may set up roadblocks 
to ask motorists about a recent 
crime, and whether police detec- 
tives must warn suspects of their 


right to remain silent before ques- 
tioning them. 

The justices will hear 45 cases 
this term, including 10 that were 
granted review last week. Waiting 
in the wings are more appeals that 
could be added to the docket for this 
year’s term — including the dispute 
over the words “under God” in the 
Pledge of Allegiance. 

Potentially one of the most 
significant of the pending cases 
is a religious -rights dispute from 
Washington state. At issue is 
whether states must fund church- 
related teaching on the same basis 
as other private and public schools.

NEWORLEANSi An Indian-American 
running as a conservative Republican 
will face Louisiana’s female lieuten- 
ant governor in a November runoff 
for the governorship. 

With all but two of the state’s 
4,143 precincts counted in the 
Saturday primary, Bobby Jindal 
had 441,951, or 33 percent, and 
Kathleen Blanco had 249,152, or 
18 percent.

Jindal, a son of Indian immi- 
grants who is already a veteran 
of high-level government posts at 
the age of 32, confounded politi-

He will run against Blanco, 60, 
a Democrat who faced equal skepti- 
cism in the state’s male -dominated 
political world. 

Jindal’s margin was decisive, but 
the battle for second place was close. 
Blanco edged out state Attorney 
General Richard leyoub, who had 
223,089, or 16 percent. Former 
Congressman Buddy Leach had 
186,733, or 14 percent. 

The run-off will be Nov. 15.

At the local cafe and in school 
hallways, the callup and what to do 
about the loss of city leaders is the 
talk of the town. At city hall, mean-

AFGHANISTAN 

U.S. Plans to Double Amount 
Of Aid to Afghanistan 

A visiting U.S. envoy said Sunday 
that President George W. Bush’s 
administration plans to ask for an 
additional $1.2 billion in aid for 
Afghanistan — more than dou- 
bling the amount already set aside. 
If Congress approves the funding, 
it would bring the total for 2003 to 
about $2 billion, Deputy Secretary 
of State Richard Armitage said. 
Armitage said the money would 
go toward rebuilding the country, 
but did not elaborate, (ap) 

PERSIAN GULF 

In First Open Election, Two 
Women Elected to Council 

Two women were re-elected to an 
83 -member advisory council in 
the country’s first elections open 
to all citizens rather than a hand- 
picked elite, the Interior Minister 
said Sunday. Some 506 candidates, 
including 15 women, were running 
for seats on the three -year term 
Shura Majlis. The Islamic-style 
council has no formal powers but 
is consulted by the sultan on new 
laws and public policy. In previous 
elections, only 25 percent of the pop- 
ulation were eligible to vote, (ap) 

VATICAN CITY 

Pope, in Lively Ceremony, 
Names Three News Saints 

Days after some cardinals gave dire 
descriptions of his health. Pope John 
Paul II led a long and lively cere- 
mony Sunday to give the Church 
three new saints, capping the 
appearance with a spin in a “pope- 
mobile” around St. Peter’s Square. 
John Paul declared three mission- 
aries to be saints: Daniele Comboni, 
an Italian; Arnold Janssen, a 
German; and Josef Freinademetz, 
an Austrian, (ap) 

PAKISTAN 

Men Who Helped al Qaeda 
Suspects to be Arrested 

Pakistani authorities plan to arrest 
three tribesmen who sheltered 18 
al Qaeda suspects captured by the 
military in a sweeping raid last 
week, the head of a tribal region 
said Sunday. The three tribesmen 
owned the homes in which the al 
Qaeda insurgents were hiding, said 
Mohammed Azam, administrative 
head of Waziristan. (ap)

Takes defensive aetion 
in aftermath of suicide 
bombing in Israel 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I Yasser 
Arafat installed an eight-member 
emergency Cabinet on Sunday with 
Ahmed Qureia as prime minister, 
an apparent attempt to deflect pos- 
sible Israeli action against him. 

Israel threatened last month to 
“remove” Arafat, without setting a 
time, and there were new demands 
for his expulsion after Saturday’s 
attack by Islamic Jihad. Nineteen 
Israelis were killed in a crowded 
beachfront restaurant in the north- 
ern port city of Haifa. 

There was no direct move against 
Arafat on Sunday; instead, Israel 
bombed a target inside Syria that 
it claimed was an Islamic Jihad 
training base, striking deep inside 
its neighbor’s territory Sunday for 
the first time in three decades. 


In installing an emergency 
Cabinet, Arafat makes it more 
difficult for Israel to move against 
him. Any Israeli action against 
Arafat could force Qureia’s imme- 
diate resignation and cause chaos 
in the Palestinian territories. 

Qureia, who had been tapped 
for the job last month, had ini- 
tially planned to present a larger 
Cabinet to parliament for approv- 
al on Wednesday. Arafat’s decree 
Sunday meant that Qureia takes 
office immediately. 

Meanwhile, Syria urged the 
U.N. Security Council Sunday to 
condemn the Israeli airstrike on 
the purported terrorist camp near 
Damascus. Syria’s United Nations 
ambassador, Fayssal Mekdad, said 
the strike was blatant military 
aggression. It was unclear when 
the council will vote on the res- 
olution, but a decision appeared 
unlikely Sunday. 

Israel’s ambassador to the United 


Nations, Dan Gillerman, said the 
attack inside Syria was a defensive 
response and did not violate inter- 
national law. He accused Syria of 
providing “safe harbor, training 
facilities, funding, logistical sup- 
port” to terrorist groups. 

U.S. Ambassador John 


Negroponte repeated U.S. calls 
that both sides keep from height- 
ening tensions. He echoed Israel’s 
claim that Syria is harboring 
terrorists. “The United States 
believes that Syria is on the wrong 
side of the war on terrorism,” 
Negroponte said.” (ap)

In Iraq Closed Down 


Hopes High for 
W. Africa Oil As 
Crude Shipped 

YAOUNDE, CAMEROON | The first 
tanker set off from a Cameroon 
port with crude from a massive, 
$3.7 billion pipeline, officials said 
Sunday, launching an ambitious 
World Bank project aimed at devel- 
oping West African oil as an alter- 
native to Mideast supplies. 

The 665-mile pipeline from 
landlocked Chad to the Atlantic 
ports of Cameroon represents the 
World Bank’s largest- ever invest- 
ment in sub-Saharan Africa. 

The pipeline was developed by 
an international consortium, with 
ExxonMobil holding a 40 percent 
stake, Malaysia’s Petronas 35 percent 
and ChevronTexaco 25 percent. 

The Bush administration, 
hopeful of lessening dependence 
on Mideast oil, has pushed develop- 
ment of West Africa’s oil resources. 
The region supplies the United States 
with about a fifth of its oil — roughly 
equal to Saudi Arabia’s share of the 
U.S. market, (ap)

A source of contention, 
Camp Cropper held 
hundreds of detainees 

BAGHDAD | The U.S. military has 
shut down Camp Cropper, an 
increasingly notorious makeshift 
prison where hundreds of Iraqis 
were crowded into tents through 
Baghdad’s scorching summer, a U.S. 
official reported Sunday. 

Journalists were barred from 
Camp Cropper, but released 
detainees this summer told of 
overcrowded and unsanitary con- 
ditions, and they alleged physi- 
cal abuse by guards. The human 
rights group Amnesty International 
protested it “may amount to cruel, 
inhuman or degrading treat- 
ment or punishment, banned by 
international law.” 

The camp population included 
both Iraqis picked up for allegedly 
committing common crimes, and 


so-called “security detainees,” 
mainly Baathists deemed to be a 
threat to the security of the occu- 
pation force. 

U.S. Army Col. Ralph Sabatino 
said Cropper was shut down last 
Wednesday and its several hun- 
dred inmates were transferred to 
at least three Baghdad-area prisons.

Kremlin’s Choice 
Leading in Election 


Kadyrov likely 
to win presidency in 
troubled Chechnya 

GROZNY, RUSSIA | Chechnya’s 
Kremlin-appointed leader appeared 
headed for victory Sunday in a presi- 
dential election that was condemned 
by critics as a sham but promoted by 
Moscow as a key step toward end- 
ing a decade of violence and chaos 
in the region, Russian news agen- 
cies reported. 

Authorities said no official 
results would be available until 
Monday, but reports said prelim- 
inary counts indicated Chechen 
acting president Akhmad Kadyrov 


would win easily — an outcome that 
was widely expected after his lead- 
ing challengers withdrew or were 
cast out of the race. 

The Interfax news agency report- 
ed that information coming in to 
the commission suggested Kadyrov 
could receive more than 70 per- 
cent of the vote overall. A candi- 
date needs more than 50 percent 
to avoid a runoff 

Russian officials and lawmakers 
have discussed substantial autono- 
my for Chechnya, but no terms have 
been reached. Still, the Kremlin 
hopes the election — held as the 
war enters its fifth year — will be 
seen as a sign of civil order return- 
ing to the region, jim heintz (ap) 


Arroyo 
Breaks Vow 
Not to Run 

Philippine leader 
changes mind about 
presidential election 

MANILA, PHILIPPINES I Opposition 
politicians on Sunday called 
President Gloria Macapagal Arroyo 
“a liar” for breaking a public pledge 
not to run in next year’s presiden- 
tial elections. 

Arroyo ended months of specula- 
tion Saturday when she announced 
that she was deferring her Dec. 30 
pledge to retire from politics when 
her term ends on June 30. 

Arroyo’s announcement is 
expected to set off intense politi- 
cal infighting in this impoverished 
Southeast Asian nation known for 
its rowdy politics. 

The constitution allows presi- 
dents to serve only one term. But 
Arroyo, elected vice president in 
1998, can seek her own six-year 
term because she took power 
when President Joseph Estrada 
was forced to resign amid massive 
anti- corruption protests. 

Arroyo, a 56-year-old U.S.- 
educated economist, surprised the 
nation when she said in December 
she would not run, expecting that 
would ease the crippling political 
divisiveness in the country and 
allow her to focus on reforms.

VADODARA, INDIA | Thousands of 
low- caste Hindus converted to 
Buddhism in the western Indian 
state of Gujarat on Sunday, ignor- 
ing threats by Hindu hard-liners 
to disrupt the ceremony. 

Nearly 10,000 low-caste Hindus, 
also known as Dalits or “untouch- 
ables,” attended the mass ceremony, 
officials said. 

Hard-liners oppose such con- 
versions, accusing non -Hindus of 


luring the Dalits through offers of 
money or jobs. Gujarat, which is 
governed by a Hindu hard-liner, 
was the first Indian state to intro- 
duce an anti- conversion law. 

But the anti- conversion law 
doesn’t apply to people wishing to 
convert to Buddhism, said Bhante 
Sangh Priye, head of the All India 
Buddhists Association. In India,

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Momentum is 
building in Maryland to explore a 
formerly taboo idea: locating lucra- 
tive slot machines at sites other than 
racetracks. 

Maryland legislators consider- 
ing the legalization of slot machines 
will tour Pimlico Race Course and 
Laurel Park on Tuesday. Race track 
owners contend slot machines are 
a matter of economic survival for 
their industry. 

“I can’t see any justification why 
(slots) should be an entitlement to 
racetracks only,” said House Speaker 
Michael Busch. 

Busch, an Anne Arundel County 
Democrat, has talked about build- 
ing state -owned slots emporiums 
near easily accessible highways 
and on the state’s borders. Busch 
has mentioned the Maryland State 


Fairgrounds in Timonium and the 
former Bainbridge Naval Training 
Center in Port Deposit as venues 
that could be considered for slots 
ventures. 

Other political 
figures are push- 
ing for a full-scale 
casino at National 
Harbor, just across 
the Potomac River 
from Washington. 

Legislation sup- 
ported by Gov. Robert Ehrlich that 
passed the state Senate but faltered 
in the House this year would have 
been a windfall for the racing 
industry. It would have restricted 
slots to Pimlico, Laurel, Rosecroft 
Raceway in Prince George’s County 
and a track proposed for Western 
Maryland, (ap)

Claims of pregnancy 
discrimination at 
work are rising fast 

L AWS U I TS I When Elizabeth Jaquith 
felt the sharp pain of contractions 
with 10 weeks still to go before 
her due date, a doctor instructed 
her to stay home for the rest of the 
pregnancy. Jaquith already worked 
from home as a saleswoman for an 
Atlantic City, N. J. hotel. She figured 
she’d be able to continue in her job 
— until she called her supervisor. 
A day later she was fired. 

Jaquith’s account typifies a surge 
in complaints by women who charge 
employers with pregnancy discrimi- 
nation. Such complaints nationwide 
jumped 10 percent last year to just 
over 4,700 cases, according to the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission. That continues a long- 
term trend, with such complaints up 
nearly 40 percent since 1992. 

The increase is partly a symptom 
of widespread layoffs, say lawyers, 
enforcement officials and workers’ 
advocates. Job cuts also appear to 
have fueled a rise in other discrim- 
ination complaints, like those of 
age bias, which increased 14 per- 
cent last year. 

Other forces may also be at work. 
“It’s really a confluence of factors 


coming together,” said David 
Grinberg, a spokesman for the 
EEOC. “More women are assum- 
ing higher levels of authority and 
there is increased sensitivity to these 
work/life issues and more women 
are aware of their rights.” 

Whether employers are discrimi- 
nating more in a downturn is hard 
to say. Eve Markewich, a New York 
attorney who represents employers 
in discrimination cases, rejects the 
suggestion that pregnancy bias is 
increasing. Instead, increased com- 
plaints reflect the attitudes of a new 
generation of working women, high- 


er paid and better educated than 
their predecessors, with more at 
stake when they lose a job. 

The rise in formal complaints 
to the EEOC is “probably the tip of 
the iceberg,” Frye said, since most 
workers who believe they’ve been 
discriminated against keep quiet. 

But more women like Jaquith are 
coming forward. Her allegations are 
contained in a lawsuit the EEOC 
filed in early September against 
the Tropicana Resort & Casino. 
The hotel would not comment on 
the case because it is a matter of 
pending litigation, adam geller (ap)

When is the best time to tell a 
potential employer about a planned 
vacation? The vacation is already 
paid for and scheduled. 

Tell them when you are offered 
the job and negotiating salary. Just 
inform them that you have two 
weeks of vacation set for X date. 
Period. They will likely accom- 
modate. 

Does an employer have the right 
to make a salaried employee take 
a vacation day if the office was 
closed due to the hurricane? 

Although it is awful of a com- 
pany to declare the office is closed, 
then force you to take a vacation day 
for it, I doubt it’s illegal. 

How much is too much when asking 
past professors and employers for 
references? 

I think you’ll be able to tell when 
it gets to be too much. Apologize for 
all the requests, but explain your sit- 
uation as much as you can. It’s not 
difficult to give a reference. 

I’m trying to make a career change 
out of teaching, but find that it 
is impossible to get anyone on 
the phone at companies. Do you 


have any suggestions for get- 
ting through the automated sys- 
tems? Also, I find that temp agen- 
cies don’t have anything to offer. Is 
that because the job market really 
is that bad? 

Keep up with the temp agencies. 
Remember that you have to work 
with them. Explain what you’re 
looking for, give them some exam- 
ples of places you’d like to be, check 
in with them often. And remember 
you can work with more than one 
agency at a time. As for the phone 
systems, it’s true. It can be annoy- 
ing. Check the organization’s Web 
site for direct numbers, and make 
sure you’re getting out there to net- 
work and find real contacts. That’s 
still the best way to find a job.

Soldiers on R&R 
make the most of a 
brief break from Iraq 

MILITARY I Adrian Dupree, sta- 
tioned with U.S. troops in Baghdad, 
made a solemn vow to his fiancee, 
Mieasha Pompey. 

“When I get home from leave 
well get married,” he promised dur- 
ing daily calls. “Well plan it for one 
week from the day I get home.” 

Dupree kept that pledge this 
weekend in a brief ceremony punc- 
tuated by tears and laughter before 
120 family members and friends. 

The 24 -year- old Army reserv- 
ist was part of the first contin- 
gent of U.S. troops to touch down 
Sept. 26 at Baltimore-Washington 
International Airport for 15 days of 
rest and relaxation, part of the mil- 
itary’s largest home-leave program 
since the Vietnam War. 

For Dupree, an Army specialist, 
the first week was anything but rest 
and relaxation. After all, he had a 
wedding to help plan. 

“It’s been hectic,” he acknowl- 
edged a few days before Friday 
night’s ceremony. “I haven’t had 
time to relax much.” 

“It’s been really fun, dragging 
him around to this place and that,” 
Pompey said. “He’s been really good 
about it, kind of cute, in fact.” 

The couple exchanged vows in 
the banquet hall of a family friend’s 
restaurant. Pompey cried through- 
out the ceremony, which ended with 
the Rev. St. George Crosse praising 
Dupree for his sense of duty and 
responsibility. 

“Go back [to Iraq] knowing that 
friends and others will be looking 
out for you, most of all that God is 
looking out for you. ... Thank God 
for young men who are not running 
away from anything.”

Army Spc. James Wheeler had 
just one mission in mind at the 
beginning of his two -week leave 
from duty in Iraq: getting home 
as fast as he could to see his wife 
and four children. 

Now nearing the end of his 


15 days of rest and relaxation, 
Wheeler says his return home to 
Fort Campbell, Ky, following seven 
months in a combat zone took some 
getting used to. 

His older children, ages 7 and 
5, were glad to see him, but his 2- 
year-old twins needed time to re- 
acquaint with him. He also found 
it difficult to unwind.

A L ifeline 
For Student 
Depression 

HEALTH I Facedwith agrowing num- 
ber of student suicides, some univer- 
sities are trying to combat the trend 
by offering depressed students the 
anonymity of the Internet to seek 
mental health counseling. 

More than 80 universities, 
including University of Maryland, 
University of Virginia and George 
Washington University, have signed 
up so far for Ulifeline.org, which 
provides students a link to school 
mental health centers for infor- 
mation, counseling or to schedule 
appointments. 

At the same time, the free pro- 
gram gives universities the chance 
to help ailing students by using a 
favorite tool: the Internet. 

“Often times, people in depres- 
sion are not able to go to mental 
health services that are available on 
campuses. They’re embarrassed,” 
said Peter Likins, president of the 
University of Arizona. “Some of 
these youngsters maybe willing to 
explore on the Internet and get some 
anonymous feedback.” 

The Web site is one of several pro- 
grams offered by the Jed Foundation, 
which was created by Phil and Donna 
Satow after their 20 -year-old son Jed 
took his life in 1998. 

Phil Satow said the Internet is 
the perfect medium to teach the cur- 
rent generation of students about the 
signs of depression. Realizing they 
missed those signs has been difficult 
for Jed’s friends to live with. 

“That’s one of the reasons they 
felt this Web site was so important.” 
Satow said. 

Jay Zimmerman, the associate 
director of Ball State’s counseling 
center, said the Web site can help 
eliminate the stigma associated 
with mental health disorders. 

“The more students who access 
our Web site, the more informa- 
tion they have, the more likely they 
are to get help or get help for their 
friends,” he said. “And, the more 
likely they are to lead happier lives.”

The show’s larger point is that 
the humanity that binds the families 
is more important than the cultural 
differences that divide them. That 
was one of the lessons learned by 
the Palmers of East Brunswick, N. J., 
during their stay with the Orguba 
family of Kenya. 

Over the past 10 months, the 
Palmers and Orgubas have kept in 
touch, and there’s now talk among 
the “Worlds Apart” producers of 
bringing the African family to the 
United States. 

“I want them to live here,” said 
the Palmers’ 15 -year- old daughter, 
Allie. “They’re so great, and I want 
to get to know them more.” 

Susan Palmer agreed: “It’s really 
important for people to do things 
like this, to take a step outside of 
their lives. It’s expanded my hori- 
zons and made me see the world in 
a different way, and I hope people 
watch it with that openness.” janice

Wainwright was always a 
strange but intriguing blend of caba- 
ret, Broadway show music and clas- 
sic pop, and he now adds a touch of 
blues that helps blend the various 
influences into a more personalized 
and soulful sound. 

There’s a beauty in everything, 
from the purity and deep longing 
of his soaring singing to the bright, 
enchanting arrangements. When is 
the last time you heard an album 
start with a spunky tuba solo?

Washington Post staff writers and 
authors of “Sniper: Inside the Hunt for 
the Killers Who Terrorized the Nation,” 
took questions on Friday. 


What do you think could have expe- 
dited the identification and arrest 
of the sniper suspects? I think 
they could have been apprehended 
sooner if the focus had not been on 
looking for a white van as the get- 
away vehicle. 

Many law enforcement officials 
will tell you that catching the alleged 
snipers in three weeks was pretty 
quick. But one problem was that 
investigators got locked into the the- 
ory of the mythical white van from 
day one, and the tip of the Chevy 
Caprice that the suspects were rid- 
ing in got lost in the shuffle. 

Another problem was that there 
were so many phone tips coming in 
— 20,000 to 30,000 a day — that 
the snipers couldn’t get through the 
phone lines when they called to try 
to negotiate. It was a very complex 
investigation involving 15 jurisdic- 
tions, and often critical informa- 
tion wasn’t shared between the 
agencies. 

Your description of the Bushmas- 
ter rifle is fascinating. How were 
you able to get such detailed infor- 
mation about the weapon used in 
the killings? 

We actually spent several hours 
firing a Bushmaster rifle at a firing 
range in Virginia. That experience 
taught us how easy it is to accurately 
fire that rifle from long distances. 
We also talked to several gun deal- 
ers and experts to learn as much as 
we could about how the rifle worked. 
In addition, we visited a lab run by 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms to learn about ballistic fin- 
gerprinting — the science of linking 
particular bullets to the guns from 
which they were fired. 

Why were all the news “experts” 
convinced the snipers must have 
been Caucasian? 

Interestingly, the confidential 
FBI profile that was written during 
the sniper case and that we obtained 
for our book never said what race 
the suspects maybe.

Atthetour’s 
end, it was the war in Iraq that 
fueled Springsteen’s resolve. 
He criticized leaders “playing 
with the truth during wartime.’’ 
“It’s a good time to be good, 
vigilant citizens, demanding 
accountability from our 
leaders,’’ he said. “Taking time 
to search outforthetruth is 
the American way.’’ (ap)
